(Editorial in Lexington Herald) 

It was a beautiful nioht, W ed- 
nesday, iMay 14th, 1919. The 
Auditorium in Lexington was 
crowded. The repuliHcan clan- 
had gathered. From every county 
in the state were representatives 
of the republican party, come to- 
gether to adopt a platform and 
nominate a ticket for state offi- 
ces.

For an instant there was that 
stillness that comes with over- 
whelming emotion; tiien th( 
great conclave of republicans and 
independents, who desired ^only 
ilie be t for the state, and" demo- 
crats who believed public office tu 
be a public trust, gave vent to 
their deep approval of this high 
pledge of the gallant youth who 
bore the banner with the cryptic 
insignia, "I will not."

Time elapses — the scene chang- 
se. : The gallant yOuth of .high 
demean and resonant voice occu- 
])ies the proudest position in the 
noble State of Kentucky. \\ ith 
! nth in his high promise, hypno- 
tized by the flaming banner He 
unfolded on May 14th, '1919, an 
overwhelming majority of the 
men of Kentucky had chosen him 
as Chief Executive. 

In his office at the capital of the 
state, surrounded by the spirits of 
the great men who in days gone 
by served well the Common- 
wealth, with his plcdsre to the 
people ratified and emphasized bv 
iiis oath of office, he discharged 
the duties of the Chief Magistrate 
to whom is given the power of 
pardon — the most precious pow- 
ei that can be given to a human 



the lucrative 'position of (^il [n- 
spector of JefTerson county, a 
brother of Chesley Searcy, chair- 
man of the Republican State C\ n- 
tral and l-Zxecutive Committee, 
succeeded in having tliat bond re- 
duceil to ejght hundred dollars 
when the regular police judge was 
not on the bench, and Nick 
\ aughn. a republican attorney, 
now a candidate for the republi- 
can nomination for judge, was 
acting in his stead. 'My. Searcy 
immediately went to the bond re- 
corders' office, put up eight hun-

But to return to the Covernor's 
office. The Hon. Alorris (iab. iii. 
inember of the Republican .State 
« entral and Executive Commit- 
:ee, requested the Covernor t(,

:rime in Louis v'ille, and that he 
had a letter from a tubercular sis-
